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Claim Rejections - 35 USC §112 

1 . The following is a quotation of the first paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 112: 

The specification shall contain a written description of the invention, and of the manner and process of 
making and using it, in such full, clear, concise, and exact terms as to enable any person skilled in the 
art to which it pertains, or with which it is most nearly connected, to make and use the same and shall 
set forth the best mode contemplated by the inventor of carrying out his invention. 

2. Claims 1,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, first paragraph, as failing to 
comply with the written description requirement. The claim(s) contains subject matter 
which was not described in the specification in such a way as to reasonably convey to 
one skilled in the relevant art that the inventor(s), at the time the application was filed, 
had possession of the claimed invention. 

The claims stand rejected for the disclosure not providing support for the 
limitation "having an increment of warp after a single heat treatment of not more than 
2.0 x 10" 2 pm/mm". Applicants' argument that Table 2 on page 20 provides support for 
the limitation is not persuasive in overcoming the rejection. Although the table includes 
the value 2.0 x 10" 2 pm/mm the terminology in the claims is "less than 2.0 x 10~ 2 
pm/mm" which encompasses values not supported by the table. Support for less than 
cannot be found. Furthermore the examples in the table were heat treated at a specific 
temperature and conditions (850°C, ortfhour). Clearly the disclosure does not provide 
support for increments of warp that were measured under different conditions such as 
1000°C. 

3. The following is a quotation of the second paragraph of 35 U.S.C. 1 1 2: 

The specification shall conclude with one or more claims particularly pointing out and distinctly 
claiming the subject matter which the applicant regards as his invention. 
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4. Claims 1 ,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 112, second paragraph, as being 
indefinite for failing to particularly point out and distinctly claim the subject matter which 
applicant regards as the invention. 

The claims stand rejected for setting forth the temperature and conditions at 
which the heat treatment occurs. The claim is considered indefinite without the 
conditions in the claim because the increment in warp varies with any heat treatment 
temperature. Applicants are attempting to distinguish from the prior art with the 
limitation "having an increment of warp after a single heat treatment of not more than 
2.0 x 10" 2 pm/mm" however the heat treatment could be 100°C which no warp would be 
expected. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 and 103 

5. The text of those sections of Title 35, U.S. Code not included in this action can 
be found in a prior Office action. 

6. Claims 1,4 and 5 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as anticipated by or, in the 
alternative, under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as obvious over Harris et al (5,424,261, Chiao 
(5,540,884), Yasumoto et al (4,963,701), Sugiura et al (5,165,983) and Japanese 
document 08157265, each taken alone, for reasons of record. 

Applicants argument the applied references fails to teach a high melting point 

permeable setter is not persuasive in overcoming the rejections. Firstly, the claims are 

not drawn to a setter but an aluminum nitride ceramic base material. The method of 

production uses a setter making the limitation a product by process limitation. 

In product-by-process claims, "once a product appearing to be substantially identical is 
found and a 35 U.S.C. 102/103 rejection [is] made, the burden shifts to the applicant to show an 
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unobvious difference." MPEP2113. This rejection under 35 U.S. C. 102/103 is proper because 
the "patentability of a product does not depend on its method of production." In re Thorpe, 227 
USPQ 964, 966 (Fed. Cir. 1985). 

Secondly Harris et al, Sugiura et al and the Japanese document '265 use setters. 

It is further argued the prior art references fail to teach the uniformity of the sintering 

aids and the increment of warp as set forth in the claims. This is not persuasive in 

overcoming the rejection because applicants have not shown by way of tangible 

evidence the aluminum nitride bodies of the prior art do not possess the claimed 

properties. Furthermore, the increment of warp limitation fails to set forth the 

temperature/conditions of the heat treatment. If the treatment were at 1 00°C no 

warpage at all would occur. 

It is well settled that when a claimed composition appears to be substantially the 
same as a composition disclosed in the prior art, the burden is properly upon the 
applicant to prove by way of tangible evidence that the prior art composition does not 
necessarily possess characteristics attributed to the CLAIMED composition. In re 
Spada, 911 F.2d 705, 15 USPQ2d 1655 (Fed. Circ. 1990); In re Fitzgerald, 619 F.2d 67, 
205 USPQ 594 (CCPA 1980); In re Swinehart, 439 F.2d 2109, 169 USPQ 226 (CCPA 
1971).
